Dr. Carl Lumholtz has brought out in the Bulletin of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History (Vol. X, Article i), a paper on the 
Huichol Indians, a tribe numbering about 4,000, living in the north- 
western part of the State of Jalisco. Their territory is about forty 
miles long and from twenty to twenty-five miles in width, in the 
heart of a very mountainous region. 

There are no priests in the country, and Dr. Lumholtz says there 
is probably no tribe in Mexico where the ancient beliefs have been 
so well maintained as there.
